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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Arguments 

1 . The applicants argue (argument filed on 5-24-2006) "Shamouilian '485 fails to 
disclose that any one of the polymeric materials mentions can be used to form the 
insulator is a 'protective coating' that is resistant to plasma erosion and corrosion". The 
applicant point out, in column 1 lines 29-39, Shamouilian discloses "the corrosive 
environment rapidly erode the polymeric insulator on the chuck". This argument has 
been fully considered and is persuasive. Thus, the examiner withdraws the previous 
ground of rejections. 

2. The applicants further argue "Clarke provides no suggestion to modify the 
Shamouilian '485 electrostatic chuck 20 by using liquid crystalline polymer to form an 
outer plasma-exposed surface. The only types of surfaces to be rendered corrosion 
resistant by non-analogous Clarke (i.e. surface of a military or commercial aircraft) are 
unrelated to semiconductor processing equipment." This argument has been fully 
considered and is persuasive. Thus, the examiner withdraws the previous ground of 
rejections. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 8, 10-13, 15-18, 24-36 allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Respect to 
claim 8, 1 0-1 2, 1 5, 1 7-1 8, 26-28, 33-34, the cited prior arts fail to disclose or suggest a 
component of a semiconductor processing equipment, the component comprises a 
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substrate having a surface and a liquid crystalline polymer coating on the surface of the 
substrate and forming an outer surface of the component, the outer surface being 
resistant to plasma erosion and corrosion in combination with all other limitation in the 
claims. Respect to claims 13, 16, 24, 30-32, 35-36, the cited prior arts fail to disclose or 
suggest a component of a semiconductor processing equipment, the component 
comprises a substrate including a surface and a plasma-sprayed liquid crystalline 
polymer coating on the surface of the substrate and forming an outer surface of the 
component, the outer surface being resistant to plasma erosion and corrosion. Respect 
to claims 25 and 29, the reason for allowance was discussed in previous office action.
